The Uee of Wm-Tit in Pith Culture.

| Read before the Central Klshcultural Society.| 
t slug the praises uf gaa tar! 

Thoee of ua who were engaged In fleh culture before coal, or 
gae-tar came Into uae, will remember what a bog-bear the eo- 
called " byuu* ’’ waa; It waa dreaded aa something liable to 
develop In the night and kill the' whole plant of eggs. 

Its cause was unknown then and consequent!; Its prevention 
could only be guessed at. We made long pine troughs with 
strips across the bottom, filled with fine gravel on which the 
trout eggs were laid, and thought that we Imitated nature. The 
new pine exuded a jelly-like sap, which, In some cases, had a 
flavor of turpentine, and which was as unlike the nest of a 
trout as could well be Imagined. The sap was credited with 
most pf the blight which spread over the eggs In a mlldew-llke 
death, although when cleaning up after hatching there was the 
black deposit of decaying sediment with Its flavor ot sulphuretted 
oydrogen, and the gravel often held In bunches by the branching 
lungers which, radiating from a common center, created the sus¬ 
picion that an egg bad been smothered and died In the gravel, 
down out of sight, and there growu fungus to Its utmost capacity 
and so sown the seeds of disease among the rest. How we did 
Ugbt fungus 1 

Half our time, at least, was devoted to this end and the other 
half to laying plans to prevent It. Troughs were lined with 
glass to keep from contact with the deadly wood, but with very 
little utility, the glass became slimy and was said to be as bad 
as the bare wood. In tboee days a man with fifty thousand 
trout eggs had his bands full In attending to them, and his head 
tilled with anxiety lest the horrible blight should appear. About 
this lime Coete luvenled the tray with the glass grille which 
bears his name, but the expense and frequent breaking of tile 
glass rods formed an objection to their general use upon either 
a large or a small scale. Then Mr. Stone patented Lbe process 
ot charring the wood In the trough by smearing It well with 
grease, covering It with a board which left an opening at one 
end to create a draft when stood upright to form a chimney 
through which the fire roared until a coal was produced the 
entire length. “ Fungus will not grow upon charcoal,” said Mr. 
Stoue, very truly, but It still grew In the gravel and the sul¬ 
phuretted hydrogen washes apparent to the nose, when dis¬ 
turbed as ever, and the charcoal troughs failed to become popu¬ 
lar. We were still required to laboriously pick out eggs with 
great care lest we burled more than we removed, and some eggs 
would work down and die In spite of the utmost vigilance. 

Word came from France that gas-tar could be used on the 
wood-work, and that Iron-wire coated with this substance could 
be substituted for the glass grilles and that one layer could even 
be batched above another. It seemed too good to be true. 
“Why, gas-tar will kill ash,” said every one. “Not when thor¬ 
oughly dried,” answered the French fishculturlst whose name 
most uufortunately escapes mo at present, and so we tried It and 
our troubles on that score were ended. 

With trays which could be removed from one trough to another 
the fishculturlst must have beeD very careless, who bad a trace of 
fungus In bis troughs. In speaking of this fungus I will here 
say that I have taken eggs which had heeu packed a long time, 
and separated the good ones from their circle around a dead one 
which held them fast by threads of fungus, and kept them sep¬ 
arate from those which had no fungus near them and found that 
many more than a fair proportion died before bursting the shell, 
while those which did hatch were usually weak and died before 
the absorption of the sac was completed. Many of the eggs so 
attached showed a white spot at the point of contact with the de¬ 
caying egg which appeared as a coagulation In the yolk-sac, If 
the victim advanced on the road to life as far as to burst Its cov¬ 
ering. We now know that this fungus comes from decaying 
animal matter and not from the new wood as was at Brat sup¬ 
posed, although freshly dressed lumber Is very bad on account 
of Its exudation of the slimy Stp before referred to, but the coal- 
tar Is a remedy for all this as well as a protection from the -iron 
rust of the Iron wire screens, which Is equally fatal. 

Several Inventions have made revolutions In the practice of 
flab culture but none more than the discovery ot the usefulness 
of the subject of my song. 

Think of it a moment I Of all substances one would think 
that the sticky, foul-smelling refuse of the gas house, which la 
offensive to rats and other vermin,and death to all that comes In 
contact with It, would be the last of all substances that would 
occur to a fish cullurlat to lay a delicate fish egg,upon which so read¬ 
ily absorbs offensive things, or to have in the water which Is 
breathed by as delicate a creature as a newly-batched salmon. I 
will freely confess that it la' one of the last things which would 
have occurred to me to use. 

When one unfamiliar wtth fish culture enters a batching house 
and sees this tar applied to troughs, his first question Is, “Won't 
It kill ’em I” And If told that In this bouse trout are not killed 
but Increased, be will say, “I thought it would.” 

There are cases where It does do so; and this Is when It la 
not properly applied by reason of being too thick. It should be 
so thinned with spirits of turpentine that It strike. Into the wood 
like a varnish, still showing the grain, and never, by any means, 
In a thick coat like paint as it then takes months to dry and 
must on no account be used until It has no tendency to stick to 
anything. Two thin coats are generally sufficient and leave the 
wood merely darkened and the grain plainly visible. For wire- 
cloth It la necessary to repeat the coating as often as rust Is visi¬ 
ble but always In thin applications, well worked Into the Inter¬ 
stices and between the crossing wires. 

1 regard this discovery aa one of the most Important that has 
been made sine fish culture has been practiced, and ooly regret 
that I have missed the name of Its discoverer that It might here 
he recorded. 

The principle of according to every man bis just due Is not 
always carried out In this world of ours, but It Is notan expensive 
thing to do, although It might deprive some who have appropri¬ 
ated credit to which they were not fairly entitled, of a portion of 
this borrowed fame. There are always persons who have a fool¬ 
ish, If not dishonest, objection to acknowledging their sources 
of Information lest the world might think that there were other 
brains beside thoee which are covered by their own hats. I 
trust that this testing does not extend to flsheulturtsts and If 
any present happen to know the name of the gentleman of 
Franc, who first announced the use of gae-tar for our purposes,he 
will make It known that I may append It to this paper and so 
properly credit him with his most valuable discovery. 

We must not In a false patriotism lead os to Ignore our breth¬ 
ren of tbs hatching trough In other lands, nor forget that our 
art was dir covered In France and first practiced there, where the 
discovery of the uae of coal tar for troughs came from, and that

Practical Hints on Fishing.—No. 3.

FLY FISHING. 

Natural fly fishing consists In fishing with the living filee, 
grssshoppers, butterflies, cockroaches and beetles, which are 
found on the shores of the waters where you are fishing. You 
should uae a long light rod, and fine line, with reel. When you 
lint begin this kind of fishing, cast dose to the bank and then 
further away until you can safely throw your bait to any point 
you wish, keeping yourself bid behind a tree, a duster of weeds, 
or anything that will notallow the fish to see you, and become 
frightened. Where weeds, bushes, roots or rocks are In the way 
you should use s shorter Hue, and cast with greater care, or you 
may loae some favorite fiy. 

If you flab with your back to the wind It will often carry your 
fiy to some favorite sput which otherwise you could not fish. 
When and where the water is still your ball must, If possible, be 
dropped with uo more noise than the living fly would make If It 
fell lulo the water. Keep the top of the rod elevated aud the 
line should never be allowed to bag or belly, but keep the bait 
In continual motion, aa this attracts the fish and causes them to 
bite. The moment your bait la taken, strike smsrtly end you 
can then generally tell what slxed fish you bavo to deal with; If 
be la a large one, play blm carefully, but If small, land him at 
once. 

Flies should be used lu their eesson, but can be dried In an 
oven over the lire fur other times. 

Artificial fiy JUhmg consists In the use of Imitations of the 
natural flies, end fancy files of a hundred varieties. It Is without 
doubt the most scientific mode of sngllug, ss It requires grest 
tact and practice. 

To make these files Is no small job, and do your best, your first 
attempt will perhaps look as much like s fly ss a wheelbarrow 
does. Tboee that are kept at tackle shops are so nicely manu¬ 
factured that lu our optulon the young angler would find It to 
his advantage to buy them ready made, but ss I promised, lu s 
former place, to give a description of their manufacture, 1 will 
here do so. 

Select s good, medium-sized hook aud fasten it lu s vice by the 
bend with the point down. Your 11. e should be ou the under aide It 
the book la flattened, but if ringed leave It off until the fiy Is 
put on. Around the stem of the hook wind raw silk, rufous-wool 
or anything lu the shape of s body, any sud all colors. The body 
can be striped with gold or sliver tinsel, by fastening one end 
at the bead aud winding round and round, until you reach the 
tall, where you fasten and cut off leaving a quarter Inch lor tag. 
Next take the hackle of a cock chicken, strip off the fine fuzzy 
fiber next the quill end, and with waxed allk thread fasten the 
point of the hackle to the tail of thq fly and wind It round the 
body three or four times, across tbe tinsel—not with It—bringing 
to tbe fly’s bead, where you tie and cut off tbe quill end. Next 
take feathers from tbe right and left wings of any bird or fowl, 
which will match each other, and prepare them so they will lie 
across the body, like the wings of a fly, where they are firmly 
tied with silk. Horse hair does for horns and legs. By taklDg 
different colors aud material# you may make a hundred or more 
styles and sizes. 

One of the most killing files that I ever used was a rude affair 
made by myself In the following manner: I took a large cocoon 
(that la the silk case of our large gay butterflies, from which they 
come) and with a pair of aclasora, cut It through from end to end. 
The Inside bull I wound In the middle with silk for a body. Of 
the outer hull 1 cut out two pieces In the shape a butterfly's 
wings and fastened them In their proper position. 1 carelessly 
specked this over with red, yellow and black paint by touching It 
lightly with the point of my finger. This fly was about two 
Inches long. Its wings, perhaps, three inches across. I tied It 
upon three No. 4 hooks, which were firmly soldered together be¬ 
fore the fly was made. With It I took some of the finest black 
baas that swim tbe waters. 

Another which I find very attractive Is made to Imitate the 
large brown or gray grasshopper, with yellow cock’s hackle for 
under wings, and wing coders of the cocoon, natural color. Tbe 
body and head are banded with slate-colored paint. Horns and 
legs are made of black horse hair. 

Han't Bar Fly. — Body. —Fur from a rabbit’s ear. Winy .— 
Feather# from starling or female black-bird wings. Ley. —(linger 
cock’s hackle. Uookt. —No. 0, 7, or 8. For trout the whole season. 

In order that you may meet with success In this manner of 
fishing, you should practice throwing the fiy anlll you can make 
it come upon the water very lightly ss If It had been flying over 
the stream and, becoming wearied, had alighted for rest, and with 
but a few Incbea of line upon the water. A bad fiy Usher will 
have 6 or 7 feet of line strike the water before the fly; a good one 
will not allow It. Aa a general thing, the best lime for fly fish¬ 
ing is when the day Is overcast and gloomy, after a beautiful 
clear night, or when alight breeze just agitates the surface of the 
water. Fish every nook and corner likely to contain a fish, and 
always keep your fiy lu motion, ao that It will appear to be a live 
one. Blrlke quickly or else tbe flab will discover the trick and 
let up. Uae any good line, but generally fly flahlng requires the 
finest of tackle. 

Never uae a float In casting a fly. If you wish, you may pul 
on one or two drop files, about two or three feet above the first, 
and thus greatly increase your chance*, but It requires much 
practice and fine weather to cast them. 

Whatever may be our favorite method of flahlng, there are 
time* and circumstances In which we cannot Indulge lu it, but 
are compelled to angle In some other manner or do without al¬ 
together. For the benefit of such, and for the Information of 
the general angler, I shall here give some Instructions which 
will wall pay him to read and remember. Iu flahlng for bottom 
feeders, or what are generally termed such, you require a rod 
about twelve feet in length, one Inch at the butt, and three- 
fourths of the distance to tbe top, one-half Inch, and from there 
tbe else Is the seme. No guide* or reel are needed. Tbe line 
should be e good one and tbe length of your rod. Use any good 
hooka of medium or small else and lead according to-the current 
with shot which are split open two-thirds and bitten upon the 
line. Float ao a* to leave only the top above the surface. If 
windy take off a shot or two. 

Sometime* I use neither lead nor floats. Suppose you wish 
to take suckers, you go -to where they may be and get so that 
you can cast from you to their heads (which are up stream) and 
allow at least two feet of Une to Ua on the bottom with the line 
up tbe stream. This can be done by baring a heavy lead three 
feet above the hook, end by caetlng In, end after It settles drew 
quietly toward you. This fish requires as much silence ou your 
part aa any Bah la the! waters. 1 use for bait the finest scoured 
angle worm* aad brandlings, always alive, and never separate 
a worm. My manner of putting It on the hook is ss followsl 
Start the book la the largest and of the worm half way between 
tbe bead end the end, and work It around the bend, leaving 


the rest of the worm hang loose, but be careful to keep tbe hook 
weU covered. If your bait get* torn off up to the hook, put on 
a fresh one. You muat’watch very closely for a bile, which will 
be very easy and quiet—at first the line msy only tremble slightly 
—then move tWhy s Uttle, then stop, s second time start off, 
and here you draw firmly, but do not jerk and you are almost 
certain of your fish. 

Cal fit/i are generally evening or night feeders, sud lu wsrrn 
weather, ou a quiet, damp night, when the moon shines brightly 
you may take them In great numbers; use ten or twelve short 
poles with lines void ul slukers or floats, with norms, fresh meat 
or fish for bait. Small hooks ate best. Take a spoon handle 
aud file a notch In one end for a dlsgorger. Give them, lrom 
time to time, In still waters, a bait aa follow*: 'lake old cheese, 
bread crumbs, grubs, grasshoppers, coru meal, bran, augleworuis, 
etc.; mix them In clay, and when dry drop In where you expect 
to fish. By this method you draw the fish luio a school and by 
the use of well-scoured live bait you will find plenty of work 
and fish. Don’t let everybody know wben and where you bait. M 
will pay you. 

Set Hues are very good for cat, turtlea and eels; bream, roach, 
dace, shiners, chubs, suufisb, ring perch sud rock bass, msy all 
be taken In the Spring and Summer seasons, with a very light 
rod and fine tackle. Balt with any good worms, grass-hoppers 
or bit* ot ine-t or fish. Allow the woim to hang dowu as for suck¬ 
er*, giving more time before striking than wheu the worm la all 
ou the book. By scouring the angleworms that are dug lu clay 
(nut black dirt) they become clear, clean, sweet sud tough. My 
way Is to dig them lrom one to five days before 1 want to use 
them and put luto s box or cau containing damp moss or grass; 
through this they crawl and clean themselves of all slime, dirt 
sud filth. After this you put a few drops ot sweet milk or cream 
on them, which Is good, or s stem of smellage. With bait of this 
kind you can catch more fish than six pertous using the common 
bait. 

Last season 1 put lu some ground bait and used scoured bait 
on my books—1 was using two rods and lines—sud In forty 
minutes 1 caught forty-eignt goggle eyes aud ruck bass tbsl 
weighed,twenty pounds. Three oiner men were close by trylny, 
but they did not get a single fish. 

A good bait In their season Is the small grasshopper. You 
msy gel them by hundreds very early lu tbe morning, uud a good 
way to keep them alive Is to have a needle and thread, and string 
them through tbe wing covers. 

1 must give you an old angler’s secret which may prove ot 
great value. Have a wire globe made with quarter Inch nresb, 
with a door In one side. Put your minnows (all kinds) In ibis 
and close up the door. Suspend this to a float by means ol a 
string or wire at the proper depth and allow It to remain some 
distauce away from you. The bass or other game tlsb will see 
the mlunows lu the water aud come In great uumbers to seize 
them, and by fishing near this with good live minnows you are 
sure to have some sport. 

TKUtMKUS. 

I have reserved tbe best part of my article for the close, lu 
seasons pssl 1 bsve had much experleuce with the following kiud 
of tackle for taking large fish. Every angler of experience kuowa 
what a difficult thing It Is to capture the largest aud finest dsn, 
and that they are seldom taken unless tbe augler Is alone aud 
"keeps very quiet. 1 shall now describe what Is called a trimmer. 
It Is made'as follows: viz., Take s board oue Inch thick and turn 
round, six Inches In diameter, with a groove iu the outer euge 
oue-half inch deep; fasleu tbe end of your Hue to a screweye in 
the center of oue side and wind the Hue round and round iu tlie 
groove, until all but a few feet are left; put a small stick about 
the size of a lead peucll lu the center ul the other side, with 
a notch In the top, lu which the line is placed so as to allow the 
minnow to hang down lu the water at tbe desired depth so that 
the minnow cauuot draw tbe Hue out uor upset llie trimmer. 

When a bass or other fish seizes lbe bait he draws on the line, 
upsets tbe trimmer and ruus away ss far as he desires to gerge 
hls prey, the Une readily drops out uf the uotcb uud unwind* 
from the groove. You should bsve a Une of about twenty or 
thirty yards In length sud good quality. Use No. 3, 4 or 5 hooks, 
very sharp. Put ou good lively uifuuows, aud place your trim¬ 
mer on the water very carefully, so that tbe Uue la In good con¬ 
dition to pay out. If there be a breeze go on the side of the 
water from where It may carry your trimmer across to the op¬ 
posite shore. You will need s boat for this kind of fishing. The 
trimmers should be turned on a lathe, made perfectly smooth, 
and well painted some fancy color so that they can be easily seen. 
Yon should look sharply In and around weeds or docks, to which 
fish are apt to run to liolt their prey. One man can easily attend 
to two or three dozen. I use sixteen. Set one afloat, and then 
run your boat a little way, and then another, until all are out. 
Keep sway from them so that tbe largest tish will not get fright 
ened at yon. 

If any of them are taken you will see them plunging in the 
water, then make haste aud secure, your tlsb as speedily and dex¬ 
terously as possible with s gaff or landing-net, It It Is s large oue. 
After 1 bsve them all set, I take my rod and line and go to the 
opposite side of the lake and go to fishing there; by and by some 
of the trimmers will be taken and you will have your bands full. 
When s strong wind Is blowing or you are fishing In a running 
stream, you can fasten s line of any length to the under side of 
your trimmers (after they are all ready to set) sud fasten. the 
end to s dock or stick, which will allow your trimmers to be car¬ 
ried to any distance desired. Tbey are very effective for lake 
or stream. In fishing s stream, arrange them so that you cuu 
bold to vour stay-line and allow your trimmers to float dowu the 
stream to any point where the large fish are apt to lie, and then 
fasten to log or stake. 

Brother anglers! If there Is anything In the few hints which 1 
have given you that Is of benefit to you, the author's labors have 
not been In vain. If any of you desire at any time to correspond 
with me upon the geutle art, I shall be happy to answer any and 
all questions, and give the best Information 1 cau. I Lope tbsl 
you msy live long and enjoy many fine fishing seasons, and catch 
the largest fish In your respective waters.

Tbey are never 
out ot season; the R’a may corns and the R’a may go, but Dor 
Isn’t oysters—raw, stewed, fried, broiled, rose ted, or scolloped— 
live on forever. 

Tbe eplcureen eater of oysters, however, rarely partake* of 
them except raw and on the half shell. He ha* his favorites,

History falls to tell us wbo was the flrat oyster eater or who P>« 
gave them their name, so appropriate and >U«MtlV«of the sound 
made by gourmands In swallowing oysters Tb ® M . r ’ 

rowgrass thinks It could not have been Adam, because he lived 
Inland, and therefore never saw the succulent per phery; and he 
deducts therefrom this reasonable conclusion, vU.: that as he 
never saw It be never nomad It—never—not even to his most In¬ 
timate friends. This was said by Mr. 8. before the day. of 
«• Pinafore ” or he would probably have used another expression. 

Without golog back to primeval days, however, we find that 
both the Greeks and Homans took kindly to oysters, and It Is 
recorded to his shame that a Vltellius could devour a round 
thousand of them at a sitting; to accomplish this feat, however P" 
be was obliged to tickle his palate with a feather, which caused tri 
the older Inmates of hts stomach to abdicate, so as to make 
room for a fresh supply. Seneca, too, was add.cted to this du 
habit and would swallow hundreds every day; but ou one occa¬ 
sion they produced an Indigestion, whereupon the sage declared 
them only fit for gluttons, because they so very readily slipped ch 

down, aud so very readily came up again.. 

While we Americans do not gluttonize quite to equal tbe 
ant leu is, yet there are many good oyster-feeders among us, 
men who commence their breakfasts with oysters, lunch on them u. 
at noon, lead off tbelr dlnue'rs with them, and sup on them at 
night, and thereby easily dispose of dve or six dozen. ” 

Whether It Is more cruel to suck the oyster off the shell alive 
thau to prick It to death with a fork, or cut It iu two with a « 
gnlfe—which Is the height of gastronomic barbarity—or to throw 

It qulverlug Into boiling lard, or to broil or ro st it over hot 

coals, are questions which should Interest the Society for the k 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals.’’ How Mr. Bergh eats his J 
oysters is something we should like to know. 

Dr. Kltcheoer, who seems to have had a liking for ojsters, 
says: “Those wbo wish to enjoy this delicious restorative in 
Its utmost perfection must eat It the moment It Is opened, with 
IU own gravy In tbe under shell; if not eaten absolutly alive, 1U 
flavor and spirit are lost. The true lover of an oyster will have » 
some regard for the feelings of hla little favorite, and contrive to 
deUch the Bah from the shell so dexterously that he is hardly 
conscious he has been ejected from his lodging, till he fealft the 

teeth of the gourmet tickling him to death " . » 

To tickle an oyster wlib your teeth is one thing, to chew it Is 
another—worse far than euttlug It with a knife. What a deg- 
redatlon to the oysler! Wbat an Insult to civilization ! aud yet ‘ 
there are wretches who do It. These he tbe fellows, too, wbo 
salt, pepper t vinegar aud horseradish—they ought to be horse- 
whipped for so dolng-aD oyster previous to eatlug it, and there¬ 
by partly mummylze It as the old Egyptians did their dead. No. 
an oyster needs no condlmeut; gild your refined gold and paint o 
your Illy white, If you please; veneer diamonds, smother your 
strawberries with cream, season your champignons with Wore s- 
tershlre sauce aud add chicory to your coffee, If you wiU; but If ’ 
you have tbe Instincts of s gentleman destroy not the flavor of « 
vour oyster with the contents of the castor. 

The oysler Is the most Innocent of belDgs—It has never traveled; 

It Is modest—living a retired life; timid, closing IU doors at the 
slightest indication of danger; not given to pomp and vanity, 
for IU dwelling is rough and uuaightly outwardly, though within 
the walls of princes palaces cannot compare with It; It Is never 
uproarious, disturbing Us neighbor with noise and racket ; but It Is 
silent, and silence Is ever golden. It appeals to our better na- 
tures by IU he plessness-that Is, when It Ues ou the under shell 
ready to be devoured—therefore we should treat It with tender¬ 
ness and affection, nor torture It with Instrumente nor coodl- 
meuts, but Uke It as nature serves It, In Its owo life s blood, and 
It will prove savory and delicious. 

Twenty years ago the oyster par excellence was tbe saddle rock; 

- but, like many an olden family, It has died out, and bas not been 
seen In the markeU for over a dozen years. Tbe familiar cry of the 
waiter In tbe resiaurant* for saddle rock stews, roasU and broils 
is still heard, but the famous bivalve Itself Is never served. Dor¬ 
ian’s definition of the saddle rock oyster Is, * the best oyster one 
insy bsve In one's place.” At present the blue pointers are said 
to be the best; but any of tbe East River oysters, is a rule, are 
good enough throughout the season. Another oyster, which we 
never see now, Is tbe Chlngarora—It used to be a favorite at 
Wlndust's In the olden time. Connoisseurs In oysters declsre 
that tbe best and finest flavored oysters are those of medium size, 
and that those growing In clusters are not as good as single ones. 
Kit North, however, found both equally satisfactory. ‘The large 
otster," he says, “Is like your large beauty; melting, luxurious, 
aud soul-soothing. The small like your small beauties, piquant, 
savory and soul-awakening.” And Christopher was a good Judge 
of both women and oysters. „ 

We have never mc u an oyster which would suffice lor a .small 
supper party, but the Mobile Advertiser once recorded the taking 
of an oyster In the bay, which measured three feet one loch In 
length aud twenty-three and a half Inches across the widest part 
of It. It was exhibited by Mr. Ayres, the purchawr, and after¬ 
ward "opened and served up lu his usual good style.’ Colonel 
Devoe tells us of an East River oyster of pretty good size which 
was opened iu Jefferson Market, and found to contain ‘a small 
fish known as the spotted gunnel or butte-fish, measuring six 
Inches In length and a half Inch In depth." That the oyster 
caught a Tartar when it took In the fish there can be little doubt; 
for though tbe Colonel does not Inform us, there la no question 
but that In return tbe fish swallowed the ojrator. 

Everybody knows that oysters arc not good when they are 
spawning—and when they are In their native beds this takes 
place durlug '* those four sad mouths wherein Is mute that one 
mysterious letter that has power to call the oyster from the vasty 
deep.” Referring to this tbe Kttrick Shepherd tn “ Noctes ” 
says: “ Hech, alra! but the mooth of September’s the month 
after my alo heart—and worth any Itber twa In the year, cornin' 
upon you ae it does, after May, June, July and August, wi its R 
and elaters, Uka shell as wide as my hoof, Ilka fish like a shotr 
shar, and the pottle the whole swimming In their sin sawt-ses o’ 
licc'ir, aneuch to create an appetite In tbe palate o'yon atomy 
swingin’ In Dr. Muoro's class Iu college—pulr fellow." 

Yes, they ought to give an appetite even to an anatomy, and 

enable them to eat It at any hour of the day or night— If it got 

the chance. Indeed, a lover of oysters will eat them st all hours, 
asking only that they be “ Fat, fair and forty" of them. 

Juvenal speaks of Vena* Ehrle as one » 

" Who at iliwp midnight on ftt oysters aupa, 

And frolha with uugenta her Kelernlan cupa, '

The eating of raw oysters Is no Impediment to conversation 
you can swallow and talk, talk and swallow, until you have put 
away your two score or more without Interrupting your discourse 
or Breaking the thread of a story. Wllh the partaking of no 
other food can this accomplishment be attalued. 

The " Noctes ” speaks of oysters as bearded Paudores,” and 
tells us how to roaBl and eat them. Put them between the bars 
of the grate; “ Odd, how tbe deevtla flax! The oysters are doue. 
Just put a hazel-nut slzo of butter under the oysler In IU deep 
shell, which you see melu It, ass young maiden melu beneath 
tbe warm Influence ot love; then shred your eschslot gently Into

dew-drop of aaaaUetlda. Having so far prepared the oysters 
shower lu the cayenne.

Raising Trout for Market.

In treating upon the subject of brook trout culture I shall give 
lu brief the processes iu one at my own hatchery, and then draw h#J 

such conclusions as my own experience seems to Justify. , t ( 

My spswu sre all uke.. by hand, and Impregnated by the dry b|e 
process-the old fashioned way. They are hatched lu board ff0 
troughs, on gtavel, the troughs having been first charred aud ^ 
then the charcoal scraped off. Tbe troughs are kept covered iR 
during the time of batching, except the little time each day while ^ 
the eggs are being examined. *• li 

As soon as tbe fry are hatched and tbe egg shells floated away, 
clean earth Is sifted over them, a little every day until the gravel q{ 
Is completely covered and the fry rest upon the bed of earth. . 

A little common barrel call Is also sprlukled lu the trough every [b( 
day; this dally application of earth and salt Is continued Tb 
until the fry have sufficient strength to be put out In rearlug bu 
box s or small poods. At this time, which will average about a WJ 
week or ten days after they begin to feed, the fry are taken out, 
and the trough thoroughly cleaned aud the dirt, gravel, etc., 
thrown away, after which they are again put back lu the clean ln 

This simply makes a rearing box of the hatching trough and ye 
kevpe them tb.ough the 8uuitner, sometime® until 8ept. 1. The 6 q 
annUcation of the salt la continued through the Summer, and It Is ba 
also used dally ln our rearing boxes. The fry are fed three times u! 
a day, on beef liver chopped fine, and then strained through 4>l 
coin mou cheese cloth. 8ome are put out In ponds after they have h „ 
fed two or three weeks, and some not unUl Fall. I am satisfied w 
a larger percentage can be raised when they are kept through the or 
Summer lu the rearing boxes, than when shey are put out youug, Wl 
but those raised outside will grow faster and be better flsb. 0 t 

The fry when put out are placed In the ponds, where they are g, 
left until taken out for market. . . .. , . cc 

Until they are eighteen months old, I aim to feed them twice m 
a day, and after that only once a day. Meat alone Is used, con- t i 
slating In the Summer time of beef livers, and In the Winter 
time of pork livens and kidneys. The quantity of this used varies e] 
from three to five barrels a week. , It 

I have tried to make my trout eat combread as recommended jj 
ln some of the journals, but so far without success. 

We aim to market them when between two and three years 
old, at which they average about five to the pound. My sales n 
will run from five to six thousand pounds a year. n 

From my experience I conclude that trout cau be raised ln a 
large quantities for market as regularly and succesfully as can 
sheep hogs, or cattle, provided the proper conditions are observed. * 
These' are, first, a large supply of water adapted to their use, and, o 
secondly, an abundant supply of food. 

Millions cannot be raised on a supply of water carried by a two f 
Inch pent-stock, and the few scattering livers made by a village t 
butcher, all reports In the books and papers to the contrary not- e 

Added to^these primary conditions Is the other absolutely l 
essential requisite to success ln any branch of flsbculture, 1 mean I 
I the habit and practice of doing everything just right, for ln this, 
above any other business, mistakes are fatal.

Editor Chicago Field: —As the last bench show of the sea¬ 
son Is ove 1 , a few Hues might not be Inappropriate from one who 
haa attended most all the shows since their commencement In 
this country. 

In the first place It must be scknowledgcd by all unprejudiced 
lovers of the dog, that there ha* been a wonderful Improvement 
In the beauty of the dogs exhibited. Breeders have found out 
what a dog must approach to In formation and condition to take 
a prize, ai d although we hear certain ones deride these same dog 
shows as farces and shams, yet we see the same ones occasionally 
step In with a dog approaching to perfection, and If they only 
gel a V.H.C., or a second premium, start home saying, It Is their 
last visit; and they charge the judges with partiality or Ignorance. 
These same ones, however, will come again when they think 
they have a “ world beater.” 

As well might the owner of a fast horse,Aho thinks he can win 
in a two-thirty class, say, be will never enter a horse agalD be¬ 
cause a two-twenty horse beat him. I say, try again, profit by 
wbat yon have seen, never give up until you are an acknowledged 
success and winner. If It Is all for pecuniary gain that we go to 
dog shows, then, In my opinion, the exhibitor Is not capable of 
enjoying the show and the agreeable associations that he there 
has the opportunity of forming. To me It Is one of the most 
pleasant reunions of tbe year, and In the light of knowledge one 
gains more by tbe strong competition be meets than be could In 
any other way. 

Mistakes are made—I think so at least—but to say those mis¬ 
takes are very flagrant,would be to claim I know more than others 
whose experience should give them a claim to know as much. 
But leaving that to the decision of tbe future, I will confine ray- 
self to the late St. Louis dog show, and what I saw there. The 
collection was not as large as at rome previous shows, owing to 
limited space, and the season of the year at which the show 
was held, bat was large enough, as most of the kennels 
throuiibout the country were represented. The Irish setter class 
was very fine, as usual, aiyk I judge no finer one has ever been 
seen. Tbe same might be said In regard to tbe Gordons, but 
one or two poor ones in all tbe lot. When such Is the case, do 
one should complain If such a grand dog as Grouse should hold 
the supremacy. That there are others I would prefer for all pur- 
poeea I do not deny, but for stock purpose his grand formation 
would lead me to accept him as one which would transmit 
great qualities to his offspring. The English setter 
class was well represented, but uot better than I have seen It 
before as a class. Coin and Lofty aa a brace are tbe handsomest 
I have ever aeen. The contrast of the blue helton Coin, and the 
orange belton Lofty as they stood side by side, with their beau¬ 
tiful costs and long feathering, was a sight well worth going to 
see. If Count Wlndem surpasses them some American sports¬ 
man who can afford It should purchase him, but I doubt If he Is 
a more beautiful dog than either. If he Is not, and he ever comes 
over here, do not let his reputation make him winner. Mr. Chas. 
N. Whitman's (Leavenworth, Kan.), Cubaa, Is a beautiful ani¬ 
mal. I predicted, when I aaw her a year ago, as s pup, that she 
would come to the front, and In another year It w.ll take a good 
one to beat her. I am glad she belongs to Mr. Chae. N. Whit¬ 
man, for be Is a gentleman of the first water, unassuming, agree¬ 
able aDd a wbole-soule 1 companion, and a sportsman bard to 
beat on tbe wing. 

Under tbe bead of 8portlng Dogs were the various breeds of 
spaniels, which Is a class that haa not received very much close 
attention; and I doubt If joatlce baa been done the cockers, so 
far as a strict classification of wbat la truly a cocker spaniel. The 
writer has taken mhny first and second premiums on his Burdett 
cocker, bat when such a distinct difference Is seen between tbe 
liver and whites—difference In form, size and coat—why It be¬ 
comes merely a choice without a distinction. They are both 
cocker spaDtels, but totally distinct In appearance. How a Judge 
Is to decide, under any rale I bave seen, I do not know, except 
It be by weight; and Stonehenge does say, they should be, or the 
teal art, such and such weights. I hope some rule will be laid 
down, eo that some gentlemen will go home better satisfied with 
their pets; tbe writer will, no matter what rale may be 
adopted. » 

Taking the show as s whole, It was a success. Undoubtedly 
these shows do Improve dogs' beauty, which, combined with 
utility, makes the perfection we desire, end when In the field a 
bench show winner takes s prise, we all moat acknowledge that 
la wbat breeding haa done. The union of the two—bench shows 
and field trials—complete the perfection; and to sustain 
both, sportsmen must attend antfatrive to do better every year.

Editor Chicago Field:—K indly yiow mo space sufficient to 
maks a few remarks In regard to tne judging at tbe Bt. Loot* 
bench ebow. 

In looking over tbe pointers I was much surprised to’eee that 


the winner of firet prize In class 7 had Urge dew cUwe. I would 
like to ask tbe Judges If these appendages are considered s point 
of merit In this breed; and If so, why sol I can call to mind 
several old fogies who used to Joage dogs years ago, who would 
bave been Just silly enough to disqualify any dog but a 8t Ber¬ 
nard for carrying extra toes behind; but then this la a progress¬ 
ive age. I would not even hint that tbla award went by favor as 
tbe gentlemen who did the Judging are above reproach, but I 
would like them to explain why they placed a deformed dog ahead 
of several good and straight ones. 

Again,In class 41, Gordon setters, Fan was placed fourth,when 
she should have been a good second. Venus, the winner of 
second plsce, was In ray opinion decidedly the worst one In the 
cUm. Tbe judges In maklDg the awards In this clsas, It seemed 
to me, threw tbe standard to one side, and went It on their own 
book. Fan was the best bitch In tbe class; next to her In form 
I would have put Juno. She Is pretty well along In years and 
abowa It In the fading of her Un, but In form she aDd Fan are, to 
my notion, wbat Gordon bitches should be. Fan Is of a good 
color, well marked, with good bead aDd eyes, not tbe lightish 
brown eyes of the winner's, which I consider a serious defect lo 
this breed. * 

I will add nothing to your remarks In regard to the award In 
the cocker spaniel class. 

In tbe Yorkshire terrier class tbe prize should have been with¬ 
held for want of merit, as there waa not a Yorkshire terrier In 
Ibe class, Dor anything that resembled one In the slightest. 

, Tbe greyhound class, as you said In your report, was a good 
one, but here again the judges were at fault. Jos. 8. Brencbe’s 
Willie, In condition, would have been the best dog In tbe show, 
but as It was Spring should have beeu placed first and Willie 
second, instead of which Spring was placed third, and Willie not 
mentioned. Punch, tbe wlDuer of first, has a very faulty head, 
the skull being large and flat, the muzzle too large entirely, and 
where It joins the skull there Is a decided “ stop,’ 1 more like a 
pointer's than a greyhound’s bead. The eyes, too, were large and 
protruding; this Is one of tbe worst faults in agreybouud. Ponto 
Is a weed, that would not have received the least attention from 
any fancier of tbat breed. That word “imported" seems to 
hsve a magic Influence at times,and It certainly does cover a mul¬ 
titude of faults. 

In bull terriers the race was very close between Flnckey and 
Crib. This award was as near correct as could be, perhaps, but 
bad It been In England Crib would bave woo. He and Fiuckey 
were nearly equal In all things excepting ears. The fact of 
Crib havl ig his ears on would have given him the race. You 
say tbat you preferred Nancy to Crjjrtor second place. She Is 
well bred no doubt, and all tbat, but s)ie is anything but a show 
bitch. She has too much lip, the very worst fault a terrier of 
any breed can have. 

In making the award In the black and tan terrier class the 
judges made a serious mistake. In tbe catalogue the class Is 
marked 64 black and tan terriers. Ml3s Fanny Ansell’s Jacky 
waa certainly the best, and only terrier In the class. The prize 
wss glvlen to a toy weighing about four pounds; Jackey weighed 
about eight pounds, and is one of the very best specimens of 
the breed that I ever saw. Terriers, not toys, were being judged 
Anything below four and one-half ppunds Is considered a toy, 
and Is not classed by fanciers with terriers proper. * 

I can with charity overlook tbe mistakes made by Major 
Taylor, as he had a hard row to hoe. It is more difficult to get 
one competent judge for the non-sporting classes than ll would 
be to get a hundred for the sporting classes. No offence Is In¬ 
tended to any one in these remarks. 

I have read with great Interest your editorial on “ Property In 
Dogs," and would like to ask a few questions In regard to the 
case. It seems to me that common law should be based on 
common sense; If this be tbe fact, then does not tbe fact of tbe 
Jury finding for tbe plaintiff declare the plaintiff’s dog to hsve 
been property? Did not the defendant In destroying tbe life of 
the dog destroy property? Is not the defendant liable for de- 
atroylng property? I sincerely hope that Mr. Beaman will find 
s me way of punishing this brutal murderer, as 1 consider him 
nothing less.

The animal con¬ 
tinued at tutervals to vomit aud retch, up to the 20th; but then 
tbe retching was more frequent and laborious than at any other 
time. The creature was much exhausted aud very weak; he lay 
for nearly the whole of tbe 21st November, and died during tbe 
night. During tbe whole of this period, 1 am told, he “ refused 
all food, and never bad any other medicine except tbe castor oil.” 
On the 22d I was asked to proceed to tbe bouse and make s poet 
mortem examination of this dog, which was supposed to bave 
beeu poisoned. Upon arrival I wss met by tbe owner and his 
brother, who gave me tbe above particulars, and stated tbat tbey 
were very suspicious tbat some of the servants about tbe place had 
administered poison, but who they were they could not. be quite 
sure, though they feared that s certain person—mentioning the 
unite—was very likely the culprit. However;' this was a matter 
I did not wish to Investigate, and therefore desired to see the 
dog. He was of average size but very tbin, and so wasted that 
he waa not much more than a skeleton. Tbe skin and mucous 
membranes of the eyes and mouth were highly tinged with yellow. 
The hair on the body was easily removed.which was certainly not 
to be expected lu November,If the dog had beeu healthy. Au In¬ 
cision was made Into the abdominal cavity. The flesh was as 
highly tinged with yellow as the mucous membranes. The 
stomach and ntestlnes were carefully removed and laid to one 
side. The liver was enlarged and comparatively easily broken 
down. Tbe gall bladder was nearly empty, but seemed larger 
than normal. The kidneys were surrounded with very 1 ttle adi¬ 
pose tissue, but this, with the kidneys, heart, lungs, and thoracic 
cavity, were deeply tinged with yellow. The stomach was empty, 
contracted, and yellow lu appearance, and Ita pyloric orifice was 
Inflamed. In the duodenum 1 found astone—a sea pebble—which 
was Irregular In shape, about 2 inches long by li Inches broad, 
and weighed 3 ounces. Just where this alone had lain the bowel 
w s swollen aud discolored. 

I think this Is a case which shows a want of care on the part 
of the owner. He never tried to save his dog’s life, but only 
gave a dose of castor oil. I understand there was no attempt 
made to nurse tbe animal. He had hia usual food placed before 
him—If betook It, well and good; If not, he was “ not pam¬ 
pered.” No medical advice was sought. It seems that the dog 
was fond of running after pebbles when they were thrown into 
the sea by any one; and It Is very likely that two had been 
thrown Immediately after each other, and the dog, wishing to 
retain both, accidentally swallowed one. I surmise that the first 
stuck of vomiting would occur shortly after sw..llo*lng the stone, 
and those occurring subsequently would be due to [the continued 
Irritation this foreign body bad set up In tbe attempt to force It 
through the pyloric opening. It Is very posslbli that the flat¬ 
tened Bide of tbe stone took up its position against the opening 
of the biliary duct, thus giving the margin of this part a flattened 
appearance, as well as preventing the Bow of bile Into thednode- 
tram, and In this way dilating the gall-bladder and also producing 
an absorption of bile, which fully accounts for the general yellow 
tinge which pervaded the whole of the body. It may be asked 
whether the greenish-looking fluid In the duodenum had made 
Its appearance there previous to or after death? lain Inclined 
to think, previous to death, because of the appearance of the In¬ 
testine In contact with the stone. The last and most violent at- 
Uck of vomltion, which occurred the da> before death, and con¬ 
tinued nearly the whole of tbat day, might be due to the In¬ 
creased flow Into tbe duodenum after the removal of tbe stone 
from the orifice of the biliary duct. 

I may conclude by saying that the appearance of the pebble, 
which was shown to the owner without delay, freed every one 
from suspicion of poisoning, and the news of this “find" soon 
spre d among those Immediately Interested, giving jgreat satis¬ 
faction. This cose Is a very valuable testimony In favor of au-* 
topsles. — Veterinary Journal.

Since then several konnels of beagles have been 
established In different parts of the country, the best of which are 
tboseof Mr. Hunt, of St. Louts, and General Rowett, of Illinois 
Tbe pnpplcs we have Just received are of the combined blood of 
these two kennela; In color, they are black, white and tau; In 
aloe, tbey are not larger than a well-developed bouse cat, slid In 
form they are perfect miniatures of the beat pred foxhounds. 

For old gentlemen who, like tbe writer, Imre become too stiff 
In the Joints, or too fat and " puasy " to follow on foot the 
pointer or setter over tbe stubbles, but In whom the love of the 
chase still survives, the beagles will prove a great resource, as it 
require* very little physical effort to hunt with them.

How a Shrimp Sheds its Shell.

Editor Chicago Field:—! have a salt water aquarium In 
“myden.’’ It Is a glass cylinder twelve Inches In diameter by 
seven deep, and Is such a glass as bakers and confectioners use 
to cover cake, etc., turned upside down, and the knob let Into * 
stand. In this I keep a few salt water specimens, such as a mass 
of serpula, tubularta,rock and hermit crabs, anemones, bncclnums, 
etc., using the sea lettuce.

Th* bones of a bird’s tell are few In uumber, anil short, w> 
that tbe tall Is always very short as regards Its bony portion, and 
also as regards the muscle and skin which cover It. Into the 
skin which invests this short tall are set the more or less long 
tall feathers, which form what we ordinarily call the tail of the 
bird Those wonderful and magnificent plumes of the peacock 
which are generally called Its toll, Is not a tall. The feathers of 
birds are classed by ornithologists In different groups according 
to their position on the body, and to each such group Is glveu Its 
own special name. Thus the long feathers Implanted Into the 
side of the arm and hand (by which long feathered birds fly) arc 
called naturally “ wing feathers,” but there are other feathers 
Implanted In the body at the root of tbe arm, and which so lie 
that they -ecfflet over and protect the roots of the wing feathers. 
These root or covering feathers, which are comparatively short, 
are called wing covert*. Just luthe same way there are ordinarily 
short feathers implanted In the hinder parts of the body, which 
last feathers cover and protect the roots of tbe tall feathers. 
These are called tail covert*. So that the plumes of the peacock 
are not tall feathers—they are foil covert*, enormously enlarged 
and greatly exceeding In size the true tall feathers. If one ob¬ 
serves a peacock setting up Its so-called tall, they will see that 
the long and delicate plumes are lifted up and sustained by means 
of certain short and stiff feathers, which can be erected and so 
prop up and support the great mass of long, radiating tall coverts. 
These short, rigid feathers are the true toll feathers, and thus In 
truth the peacock has a short tall as regards the skeleton and 
feathers. This condition Is not peculiar to the peacock, though 
It Is tbe most striking Instance of It. 

Puor. Lanolev takes the followlug method of giving some 
Idea of the work performed by the sun’s heat on our earth which 
receives only a small fraction of the enormous quantity sent out 
yearly from the center of our system.

PC Evt'n l0 between perfectly straight cylindrlcal-borcd gnuB, as 
precisely similar In every respect as human hands can make 
them, there Is, according to, we may almost say. the prevailing 
Idea, so great, yet undefinable a difference, that to secure the best 
snd strongest shooting, each must have a special charge, with 
which the other gun may be found to give decidedly different 
results, which we are satisfied Is an erroneous Impression. In our 
trials will be found certain relationships etistlng between the dif¬ 
ferent gauges, so clear and uniform throughout, notwithstanding 
the various changes made in loading, distance, etc , that we can¬ 
not help feeling confident that our readers will accept them as 
satisfactory snd equally applicable to other similar guns. 

The weather during the trials was remarkably favorable and 
conducive to good results. We were somewhat troubled with 
high winds on certain days during the week, notably Tuesday and 
Wednesday, which deteriotated from the closeness and regularity 
of the patterns to some extent, tbelr force at times being such as 
to necessitate an allowance of fully two feet for the drift of the 
shot, but they were from such a quarter, being across the line of 
fire, that the records of striking force were not materially 
affected. 

The target* In use consisted of a facing of 1^ inch pine, 80 Inches 
In width and 40 inches high, on which was fastened by spring 
clamps the sheet of paper for recording the 30 inch patterns. In 
the centre of each of these sheets was drawu a life slr.e tracing 
either of a dock or pigeon for the purpose of learning something 
of the probabilities of killing game of such sixes at the various dis¬ 
charges, and In the report of the trial the letters K and M are 
intended to Indicate respectively whether struck In such a manner 
as would insure killing, or missed. With small Bhot up to and 
including No. 6, the pigeon was used', with larger shot, the duck, 
which in outline represented a red head. Through the centre of 
the facing was an aperture, 7 by » tnchea, In the direct rear of 
which was the test for recording the striking force of the pellets, 
which consisted of a rack Blotted at Intervals of | of an Inch, In 
which slots were placed sheets of straw-board of uniform texture 
and thickness. At each discharge the number of sheets perfor- 
• ated by any one pellet were carefully noted, and this constituted 
the record of force for that particular shot. 

To measure the recoil and Insure certainty of aim a machine 
reat was used, very slmular In construction to that employed In 
the late "London Field" gun trial. The gun was secured by 
padded clamps, tightened by thumbscrews, to a hinged slide 
which was free to move only in line of fire. To the breech of the 
gun a double leather atrap extended on either side, and was fas¬ 
tened by means of a double wedge, which held a solid pad flrmjy 
against the heelplate; thla leather atrap took the chle strain o 
the recoil. Above the gun and fastened at one end to the hinged 
slide, before mentioned, and at the other to the frame work of 
the machine «u a spring balance, on the scale of which, smearwl 
with paint was recorded, the distance to which the gun and slide 
were driven back bv the force of the explosion. and when at rest 
ready to fire, a constant strain of 60 pounds was kept on the bal¬ 
ance. Once In position, the gun could be loaded and fired aa 

many times as required without removal. _ 

The charge* used, both of powder and shot, were measured 
carefully, and so accurately that, In weighing similar measures, 
no greater difference than one grain In the weight of the pow¬ 
der and 6 grains In the weight of the shot were found at any 
time variations so trilling as to cause no appreciable difference 
In the results. At etch new teet, or oftener, If thought neces¬ 
sary, the gone were thoroughly cleaned, and In snch test*. “ 
those of different charges of powder, shot, etc-, no one variation 
was gone throogb wlUi separately, but charges of each were uned 
In their order, and In thla way no one combination was favored, as 

regarded cleanline** of the gun. , ... w .v. 

The powder used In the main trial was furnished by the 
Orients) Powder Mill*, aud the shot by Meaare. Tatbara <fc Bro. 
The 10, 18. 1# and 20 gauge guns were selected from the manu- 
factory of Messrs. Parker Bros, for the reason that It was the 
only factory at which we could get gun* of all the«e gauges. It 
being desirable, as tb* reader will see at a glance, to prevent the 
question of superiority In manufacture, that the gun* of each 
gauge should be by one maker. The fl gauge. • •'“S'® 
reled muaxle-loader, was loaned by Mr. Fred Kimble, of Peoria, 
Ilia., and bored by blmaelf. Disappointed, at the last moment. 
In obtaining an 8 gauge gun, the teal of that bore waa aban¬ 
doned. We are also Indebted for courteelee extended, to the 
Union Metallic Cartridge Company, Messrs. K. E. Eaton, Henry

The ground (the Klelnman Shooting Perk at Grand Creating) 
surrounding*, aud convenience* for the teat*, were all that could 
be desired and we are under many obligations to the gentlemanly 
proprietors, Messrs. Wetaon A Keith, for the attention and con¬ 
sideration shown us. „ . ... , 

In all cases, except wbeu otherwise mentioned, the No. l 
grain of Oriental “ Dlamoud grain" powder was used, and In com¬ 
paring the result* of different teats due regard should be paid to 
any changes made In the slxe of grain. 

In the trial of paper vs. metallic shells, thoee of the Winches¬ 
ter Repeating Arms Co. were used for the reason that the primer* 
are similar In etch, and any possible variation that might be 
occasioned by different method* of Ignition waa thus avoided. 

The sheila used In all other testa, as also the wads, were of the 
.Union Metallic Cartridge Co.’s manufacture. 

As compared with the result* produced at the late London 
Field " gun trtal.in many Instances,wldeldlfferences will be noted. 

In such cases our deeire Is simply that our reader* will examine the 
tables closely, snd In view of the remarkable uniformity of our 
results, from beginning to end, and their closeness and accordance 
with reason, we feel certain tbelr deduction* cannot fall to be fav¬ 
orable to the Integrity of our trial. While the wide range taken 
by the various teats, and the length of time absolutely necea- 
mry to study and compare them carefully* In order to give a 
thorough analysis of them will preclude our doing so, yet we shall, 
while leaving the reader to examine Into the details of the num¬ 
erous tables aud summaries for himself and draw hla own con¬ 
clusions therefrom, call attention to some of the most mportant 
-point* demonstrated, and consider briefly their application to 

^hfcomparlng the result* obtained by the test of different 
charges of powder, we note first, that up to the limit tbo 
shells were capable of containing It, Increase of pow er afforded 
Increase of striking force, and this, too, without a corresponding 
decrease In pattern; but, as powder was added, the recoil also In¬ 
creased, and here the question naturally arises, to what amount 
Is It advisable for us to extend our charges, taking both these 
facts Into consideration. But before coming to any definite con¬ 
clusions, let us Investigate a little further. In the trial ofdlffer- 
ent sixes of shot It will be observed that In point of striking 
force, the large sixes show a very great auperlority over the 
small, but the chances for striking a vital place are equally aa 
marked In favor of the latter. And now comes up a. 'f 0011 " 
question, what amount of striking force is necessary to kill, and 
when this Is answered the solution to our first question in come* 
quite simple. To determine this amount and thereby be the 
better enabled to compare the results of our shooting at the 
target with practice in the field, we shot during the trial several 
pigeons, at forty yards distance, with a ten gauge gun, using 
such cartridges, loaded respectively, with No. 7, 8, and 9 shot 
as were employed in the tests of those sixes at the Urge', on 
dissection of the pigeons after being killed, we found that al¬ 
though No. 8 shot striking in the body gave sufficient penetra¬ 
tion to kill, nearly always, No. 7 was the smallest size that could 
be driven through the bird, when the side with wli ga down waa 
presented, and from these results we came to the conclusion that 
any force stong enough to perforate from twelve to fourteen 
sheets of the pasteboard used In the test, was sufficient to kill 
such game as pigeons or ducks when struck fairly. 

Assuming these figures to be correct and applying them to our 
tables, we find that for the larger sixes of shot, No. 4 and up¬ 
wards, the charges employed in the trials amply sufficient to in¬ 
sure this amount of striking force at all distances where the pat¬ 
tern Is sufficiently close to warrant reasonable expectations of 
killing. To use more would be simply to waste It and occasion 
unnecessary recoil. With the smaller shot, while the desired 
closeness of pattern tnav be“eaally attained, the striking force la 
the desideratum to be sought, and so we may conclude that with 
them the quantity of powder advisable to be used Is only to be 
limited by the temper and willingness of the shooter to with¬ 
stand the consequent recoil. . 

As regards the relative shooting power* exhibited by the dlf- 
ferent pauees a decided advantage ia with the larger sizes. Be* 
tween any two of the guns used, though their calibres may ap- 
prottmate very closely, the difference, particularly In point of 
striking force, is clearly manifest, always In favor of the larger 
gun with Its appropriate charge; and when we compare the re¬ 
sults produced by the largest gun, the 6-gauge, with those of the 
20-bore, the smallest, the difference Is so great and unmistakable 
that not the shadow of a doubt can exist concerning the quee- 
tlou of superiority. In point of pattern, It may be argued that 
the largest charges of shot used In the big guns are the chief 
reasons for superiority showD, but on Investigation It will tie 
found that not only in the figures of totala are the large gauge* 

In advance, but also In percentage of the charge striking within 
the 80-inch circle. The question of closeness of pattern, how¬ 
ever, is one which may be governed to almost any desired extent 
within reasonable limits, and aa none of the guns used, except 
the 6-gauge, were bored to obtain especially close shooting, the 
relations of the gauges lu this respect cannot be taken as impos¬ 
sible of variation. 

The pattern* made by the 6-bore are truly paragons for close¬ 
ness, and we believe have never been equalled In any public trial 
of guns. But at the 40-yarda distance the 30-Inch circle Is 
rather large to give a correct Idea of Its performance In com¬ 
parison with other guns, as In many of the patterns there are hut 
few pellets, particularly of the larger sixes, which strike outside 
s circle of 24 Inches diameter. That It I* possible to obtain such 
close shooting from much smaller guns we do not believe, for 
the reason that so many more peleta must be Injured by .the 
greater enforced contact with the barrel, and being so Injured 
and misshapen, their flight cannot be so well controlled. 

An Important feature of thla trial is that we give the recoil of 
each gun under It* different condition*, and as in the striking 
force of the pellet*, It will be observed, variations In amount 
corresponding to alterations In the charge of powder and shot, 
or other known conditions, ere recorded with surprising regu¬ 
larity. So small a matter as tbs increased friction of the 
smaller pellet* over that of the larger. Is plainly noUcsable In the 
result*.obtained. The figures of recoil obtained In the London 
Field Trial do not coincide with our* aa nearly as might be ex¬ 
pected, allowing both to be equally correct—but thl* may be 
eaally explained by the fact that the figures In so eh case really 
represent, not the recoil of the gun alone, but also the recoil of 
(Aa hinged olldi to which the gun Is attached, and the difference In 
the amount r. corded I* no doubt chiefly due to the difference In 
the weight of the respective slide*, our*, according to this sup¬ 
position being slightly the heavier and, consequently requiring 
more force to drive la back to an equal distance. In this particular 
alone, throughout the trial, the mailer gsugss appear to be 
entitled to * preference over the larges on**. "• *®T •PP“ r 
advisedly, for even here appearance* only are In their favor, for, 
although the number of pound* registered by the smaller gangs* 
Is the least, It must not from this be concluded that the recoil la 
correspondingly Isa* disagreeable to bear, for II to to ha horns In 
mind that although the recoil In number of pounds may » 
the weight of tbs gun, also, 1*1***, while tb# odoetty with which 
tb* smaller gun move* back may be tin greater, aud thla It la 
that must bu considered aa the most important factor In deter¬ 
mining lu effect¬ 


or the different variation* made In stie, number, quality snd 
thickness of wads, two pink edged, a six* larger thau the bore 
of the gun, on the powder, gave slightly tbs best resnlu. The 
No. 18 wadi In the 10 gauge shell were tried more for curiosity 
than anything alae, and it was found that the abot, in many cases, 
balled and struck In bunch** together, which w»* occasioned, 
we think, by the looseness of the wads, permitting the flame of 
the powder to pees by and melt many of the pellets, thus causing 
them to stick together, and this with hard shot, It conld do more 
readily than with soft, for a less heat It required to melt bard 
•hot than soft shot. From the wad teat the reasonable deduction 
seems to die that, the desired object should be simply to provide 
a good tight valve between the powder and shot and one suf- 
floently Arm that wUl not be blown to pieces by the force of the 
explosions. When this Is secured, the addition of more substance 
only adds to the work of the powder, and detracts from Its effect 
on the target Tb* single wsds do not afford a sufficient resistance 
to the tearing effecU of the explosion, snd In consequence their 
action as soluble valve* Is Impaired. It was thought unnecessary 
to try thicker wsds thin the black edge on the shot, ta no benefit 
could reasonably be expected from tbelr use. 

The experlmenU msde with metallic and pafer shells, teach 
us unmistakably, at both the forty and sixty yards test, with 
large snd smell shot, snd In both pattern and penetration, that 
there It s difference, snd s marked one, In favor of the former, 
and that turning down or crimping the paper shell, has It* effect, 
and contrary to the general Impreselon, an Injurious one on the 
shooting of the gun. It will hardly be found practical, how¬ 
ever, to use shells without crimping, as some such proceeding Is 
necessary to prevent ihe loosening of the wads in carrying the 
loaded cartridges, or the eUrttog of the wad In the ebell In the 
second barrel upon the tiring of the first. That the straight 
shell should give better reaulU than the crimped, seems In ac¬ 
cordance with reason, for the Increase of work in straightening 
the crimping entailed upon the powder must detract from lu 
further effectiveness. In the trials none of the shells were 
crimped excepting for the apeclal test, for the reason that the 
charges varied so much In slxe that the crimping could not be 
done without prejudice to uniformity of condition*. 

Concerning the test of the different make* of powder It sb uld 
be stated that the American “Telegraph" although, the finest that 
could be procured In the city, was of a coarser grain than *Dy 
of the other brands, and this, according to the teaching of our 
tesfof tbs different sixes of powder, probably, accounts for the 
weaker force obtained from It, Another point should receive 
attention; although It would seem the heavier or denser pow¬ 
der should give the best reaults, as more explosive substance 
mu-t be contained than In ap equal measure of less strongly 
pressed powder, yet It appear* that the more porous character 
of the lighter powder allows quicker burnlug, and tbns an effect 
similar t > what might be produced by a finer granulation of the 
denser powder la obtained. It will be observed that of the numbers 
by which the sixes of powder are designated by the various man¬ 
ufacturers, no two are alike, yet the slxe Itself with 
the exception above mentioned, waa very nearly tbe same 
In all. We would, therefore, call the atteu lou of the 
powder manufacturer* to the necessity of adopting a untform 
system of grading and numbering the different sixes. Under 
the present system, It Is Impossible, without an exhaustive ex¬ 
planation to convey any definite Idea of the slxe of grain of 
powder used, excepting to- a very few who may be conversant 
with the grading and numbering of each manufacture Curtis 
& Harvey’s (English powder) although not demonstrating sup¬ 
erior strength, proved to be cleaner than any of the others. The 
American powders differed very little In this respect. One fact 
we wlab to call apeclal attention to. In the No. 6 gauge gun, 
alone, the No. 8, or coarser powder, gave superior penetration 
to the No. 1 or fine powder, which Is to be .attributed, 
doubtless, to the fact that In the 6 gauge, the surface being 
larger, the powder burns more rapidly than In the smaller gauges, 
and for the same reason tbe fine powder burns too rapidly. In pat¬ 
tern the superiority of the coarse powder waa even more marked 

^Regarding the relative merits of choke bores and cylinder* In 
point of striking force, we can judge only approximately, for the 
reason that both barrels of each gun were choked, tbe right very 
slightly and the left quite strongly—a slight difference only was 
noticeable, and that In favor of the barrels strongly choked. 

Between hard and soft ahot the penetration differed only In 
the No. 8 shot, then In favor of hard shot, but this we think was 
owing to the resistance of the separate sbeetB of straw board 
being too great for tbe accurate measurement of such high 
veloclries, and the soft pellets In consequence suffered some dis¬ 
tortion With the smaller shot, No. 7, tbe difference wse hardly 
appreciable, their velocities being so much lower a* not to pro¬ 
duce eucb a result. In pattern, however, the superiority of the 
bard ahot was demonstrated. . 

1 To demonstrate the Inaccuracy and fallacy of the ordinary 
method for testing the striking force of Bhot with psper pads, 
we also made trial* of hard v*. soft shot with different chargee of 
powder, using these pads for our targets; the results, which are 
detailed In the table* below, show the usual lack of uniformity 
and reliability, and sufficiently prove the truth of the many as¬ 
sertions of uu reliability with paper pads as testa. 

As announced, the testa were conducted by Mr. Joseph W. 
Long, who left nothing urldone to make them reliable and as 
exhaustive as possible. _

8ka View House, Rie Beach, N.H. 
Editor Chicago Field:—S ince my last letter was written the 
shooting about this section has been very good, consisting prin¬ 
cipally of ducks, sea coots, loous, sheldrakes, sDd brsnU, the 
boats averaging eight and ten each. 

While thoee. who follow this kind of shooting have been enjoy¬ 
ing it, your humble servant has been enjoying himself In the cover, 
assisted by his friend and brother sportsman, Mr. John 8. Sides, 
and his brace of Irish setters, Bang and Ruby III. 

Upon the 9tb Inst, we were fortunate enough to bag 13 tine, 
plump woodcocks; upou the IStb, 13 One birds; also 3 English 
snipes, and 1 grouse; the 18th, out for about two hours, resulted 
In IsollUry long bill; upon the 30th we captured 11 due birds, 
which looked more like flight birds than any previously bagged. 
As It Is now the time for the Autumnal flight, all are anxiously 
watching for them to appear. In this locality the number bagged 
Is considered good. 

I have entered Into the bay shootlDg but very little since my 
sojourn here, but together with my friend, Moses (larland,we have 
bagged about twenty-five birds, mostly sea coots. 

Upon the 20th Messrs. John Sides, Moses Garland and myself 
bad a most glorious woodcock huDt, being fortunate enough to 
have an excellent day. We started early and put In a good long 
day, bagging eleven splendid birds. After enjoying onrselves to 
the utmost we returned home, and were in lime for the partici¬ 
pation of our tea, preparatory for a good supper later, as the 
annual game supper of the Unique Game Club was to come off 
In the evening, and we all were fortunate enough to be ainoDg 
the Dumber. The supper was given under the auspices of the 
club at the Hotel De Sanborn, here. The supper was prepared by 
mine host, SaDborn (who, by the way, 1 b of our kind), so we all 
felt and knew w^ were In for a good, jolly time, and a splendid 
supper. 

We were blessed with that kind of an appetite which hunters alone 
know, after a long tramp In the bush all day,and knew we should do 
It justice wheu called upou. The t.<ble was splendidly arranged for 
the occasion, and the different dishes and delicacies looked rich. 
The odor Imparted would have given anyone an appetite, even If 
not Inclined. After the table was arranged, our bag of woodcocks 
of the day was so arranged as to bang directly over the center, 
so each one could see and admire. It was a pretty sight, aDd 
such a one, Mr. Editor, as any sportsman would long to see. 

Around the table I saw all those familiar faces of which I have 
spoken in some of my previous notes from this point. The most 
conspicuous were: Mr. Alfred Foss, one of the leading members 
of the club; Mr. Jas. Carroll, of Portsmouth, an ardent lover of 
the sport, and Mr. Wm. Chandler, of Portsmouth, not much with 
the dog and gun, but who loves to see his friends enjoy It, and 
can do his part at the table, especially wheu roasted sea coots 
are Included lu the bill of fare. Also, among the number was 
seen Mr. Moses Garland, one who always holds ahead and brings 
them to bag. One of the happiest, aud I must say busiest, ones 
of the party, was our old friend John Sides, of Portsmouth, whose 
ardent delight Is the dog and gun, and a true friend of both; the 
woodcock being bis favorite bird, as shown by his work In the 
field and at the table. At the head was seeD our worthy host, 
Mr. Geo. Sanborn, whose whole soul Is bound up Id such sports 
Mr. Sanborn has held the lead here for the last few years lu sea 
bird shooting. Some vacant seats were noticed, as some of the 
members, I regret to say, were detained from belDg present, by 
business matters.

sportsmen, In I be true sense of the term, or more honorable or 
high-minded gentlemen lo the state than they; none who have 
expended more of tbelr private means Id furthering the cause of 
game protec Ion, or are more conscientious In the killing of 
game than theae same gentlemen, aho are as proverbial for gen 
eroslty as they are for princely hospitality. 

L^st Fall the party killed 85 deer, aDd carefully concealing the 
facts that the party was very large, numbering twenty men, that 
they spent several weeks upon the Sat le, and that each man had 
to work over seven days to get a deer, the fact was spread far 
and wide In the Interest of still hunters, as an unparalleled ex¬ 
ample of hogglsbneas. Let us see what became of the venison. 
Every deer was shipped to Battle Creek, save those which were 
consumed lu camp. Three butchers were hired to dress aud cut 
them up into suitable pieces. Two express wagons were then 
hired and for tbre - days went the rounds of the city dtstrtbutl g 
venison to the families of their workmen, to the sick and the 
poor, to hundreds who were too poor to buy the luxury, and to 
manv who bad never tasted veulsoD before. Mot one p und of 
deer meat did the party sell (and never have), bat they gladden, d 
many hearts and made a charity festival such as Battle Creek bad 
never seen before. Tet with this noble record behind them (and 
It Is Indeed without s parallel), as s-guarantee for the future, the 
simple fact that they were so unfortunate as to have a number 
of deer spoil Id shipping Is battlcdored around the state with 
malignant aim, to the Intense delight of the anti-bound men,while 
the scores of deer bung up lu the Sable country, killed try market 
•till hunter », and which spoiled utterly.two weeks since when the 
unexpected warm weather set In, are not, just at presen', con¬ 
sidered worthy of mention.—H. B. Roney in Sagittate (Mich.)

Those Spoiled Deer. 

Your Issue of the 15th lust, contained the following clipping: 

Much Indiguatlon ie expressed by the people of Crawford and Ros¬ 
common counties against the party of 8attlc Creek haulers, who are 
bounding and slaughtering a vast number nf deer In that vicinity 
merely to grat ft a vain ambition. Owing to the extremely warm 
weather, all they have killed have apolled before being shipped. 

A* thle announcement has excited much ludlgDSDt comment, 
not only In this city, but by the press throughout the state, the 
case seems to justify s public statement of the facts, which I 
have obtained from Indisputable authority. 

The Battle Creek party were so unfortunate as to lose quite a 
number of deer by spoiling, bntthey were killed over three weeks 
since, during the cold spell, and shipped to Battle Creek when 
the weather was so cool as to create no fears as to their safe ar¬ 
rival. Word was returned, however, that the deer arrived In 
bad condlton, having spoiled lu transit; whereupon the party Im¬ 
mediately stopped burning (letting many opportunities to kill 
deer pass without Improving them, for they were not actuated by 
a spirit of wsutoD slaughter), sod lay around In camp waiting for 
cooler weather, which did not come, and the party of nineteen 
pulled up stakes and returned home, expressing the alncereat 
regret that many of tbelr deer bad been wasted. 

The report that the party went to the Bable and " set their 
stake ” at 300 deer (which they Intended to kill) la a malicious 
falsehood. < 

The apparent tone of righteous Indignation which permeates 
the above dipping from a northern newspaper, and which 
wsa without a doubt Instigated by resident still hunters, la cal¬ 
culated to deceive the uninformed, but the knowing ones recog¬ 
nise the animus betrayed by the word therein Italicised, and see 
In It simply a new " dodge ” to create a prejudice against bunt- 
log deer with dogs. 

Defeated In the legislature In their attempts to limit deer bunt¬ 
ing wholly to themselves by prohibiting hounding, the still bust¬ 
ers and their sympethlsers now resort to slander and falsehood 
to make capital for their cause, well knowing thst " a lie will 
travel around the world while truth Is pulling an lu boots.’’ 

The Battle Creek •'Vibrator" hunting party (so uanted 
after the Immense “Vibrator" threshing machine works, of 
which the leaden are proprietors) seems to be the especial target 
for this kind of slander; why, It dors not appear, except that they 
are guilty of the crime of being gentlemen of wealth and high 
•octal position. Being personally acquainted with several of the

Editor Chicago Field:— On the 9th, 10th, lltli, 13th of 
September, the first convention and tonrnament of the Central 
Illinois Sportsmen’s Association was held In Jacksonville. In 
spite of the predictions of the wise ones that It would be a fizzle, 
it was a grand success, a success for the following reasons: 

At the convention at the Park House oi> that occasion the as 
sembled sportsmen of Central Illinois, by their general presence, 
showed their Interest and earnestness In the cause; and in the 
attendance at the tournament, It was evident If they had a leader 
they would be a power lu the land, a power that would wield au 
army, that would be a terror to all violators of the game law. 
Recollect, Mr. Editor, this association was for amateur sports 
men, and the assembled representatives of the different clubs 
were laod-owners to a great extent, the only men that can see to 
the enforcement of the game laws rigidly. 

The sportsmen of the country ought to enlist the sympathy 
and secure the co-operation of the land-owner. (The greatest 
Impediment to the enforcement of the game taws Is farmers, 
who think the law Is an Infringement of their rights for the bene¬ 
fit of the sportsmen. But this meeting in Jacksonville has done 
more toward bringing about a right understanding between 
sportsmen and farmers than all the efforts that have been put 
forth, heretofore, In this section of country. 

As an evidence of the success of the movement aud the earn 
estness felt In the cause It Is ouly necessary to say that twenty- 
one clubs were enrolled In this cause, aud pledged themselves to 
help to sustain the taw and suppress the pot-bunter. Now, the 
fruits of the convention are: Between 38 degrees30 seconds, 
and 40 degrees 30 seconds latitude, and 88 degrees to 91 degrees 
longitude there are twenty-one clubs enrolled, with a good pros¬ 
pect of from fifteen to twenty more next Beason, if the same 
efforts are put forth this coming year that were to get this 
started. Judging from what I know of the numerical strength 
of the clubs, this meaDS the Knifed, earnest efforts of six hundred 
gentlemen sportsmen with a good prospect of increasing that 
number next year to 1,500. * 

Talk about a success; If every section of the Union would put 
forth the effort that Central Illinois has, the whole country 
would soon be the paradise of the sportsman and angler. We 
have just cause to be proud of the results of our first convention 
sod tournament. Bnt! Sportsmen of Central Illinois; do not forget 
that the success was due to the untiring efforts of Messrs. G. and 
A. Hayden who conceived the Idea and made Its success, that do 
doubt exceeded their most sanguine expectations. Now, brothers, 
let us rally to the standard; let us hold up the hands of such 
meu; to them In particular we are Indebted for the success of 
our first tournament; by tbelr Influence and Interest shown In 
this cause were the magnificent gifts from various parties donated 
that aggregated $771. Oh I for a few more such men. 

While we feel exalted over this movement In the right direc¬ 
tion, that is sure to be productive of good results, we a e not un¬ 
mindful of the renewed obligations we are under every week to 
the Chicago Field, for the fearless manner in which It advo¬ 
cates the right and denounces the wrong. In every copy Is some 
article that to the appreciative e|>orteman Is worths whole year’s 
subscription, and to cap the climax we are promised an exhaust¬ 
ive gun trial that no doubt will be of Incalculable value. Now, 
Mr. Editor, do not disappoint us,for we are welting anxiously and 
Impatiently.
